Regarding claim 3, Sakagami discloses wherein said read skip means executes 
an instruction stored in said read skip end instruction storing means when reading said 
instruction (Fig. 1). 

Regarding claim 5, Sakagami discloses said read skip means interrupts 
execution of the block being executed at present, if a read skip signal is input by said 
read skip signal input means (Fig. 2, steps S9 & S10, i.e., stop processing)). 

Regarding claim 6, Sakagami discloses read skip means does not update the 
coordinate information while a read skip process is being performed, but updates only 
the modal information ([0063]-[0065]). 

Regarding claim 7, Sakagami discloses said read skip means is executed after 
executing registered processing program if a read skip signal is input by said read skip 
signal input means ([0023]-[0024]). 

Regarding claim 8, Sakagami discloses said read skip end instruction storing 
means has an optional instruction set with a parameter (Abstract; [001 1]). 

Regarding claim 9, Sakagami discloses mandatory execution instruction storing 
means an optional instruction set with a parameter ([0028], [0061]). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 2 and 4 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
